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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
is Jackson (3,928,007), which discloses a filter shield (16) including a ramp and having a 
tapering height that is at least partially greater than the height of the filter end cap and less than 
the height of the tangential inlet, but fails to disclose a shield that circumscribes the filter or a 
tapered section at a location aligned with the tangential inlet. This allowance assumes that the 
word "circumscribing" in the claims refers to the shield fully encircling the filter element, as is 
consistent with the instant specification and dictionary definition. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
